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The New St. Louis Gate. Originally Quebec was a 
walled city, to which access could only be obtained through 
one of the six gates. The ravages of time had their effect 
on these gates and they were crumbling to the ground, 
when Lord Dufferin (Governor-General of Canada), in 
1872, ordered the walls and gates to be restored. 
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
